Sport diving has changed greatly in 
the past five years, with an_ influx 
of greater numbers of enthusiasts and 
a trend toward more sophisticated 
modes of diving. Most significant of 
all, however, has been the mass mi- 
gration of divers from turbid, chilly 
North American waters to the tropics. 
Each year more than 100,000 scuba 
enthusiasts travel southward to sun- 
ny dive resorts located in the Ba- 
hamas, Caribbean, Mexico, and the 
Pacific Isles. The ‘dive trip,’” or div- 
ing vacation, has become an _ institu- 
tion; the ideal way to perpetuate one’s 
interest in the adventurous sport. 
Unfortunately, this new trend _to- 
ward tropical diving has created a new 


danger. Resort waters are warm, Clear, 


and inviting, and vacationing divers 
are eager to make the most of their 
Once-a-year pilgrimage. Diving two 
or three tanks per day appears easy 
and comfortable, for the water tem- 
peratures range from 79 to 84 degrees. 
Descents usually range deeper than 
33 feet, often exceeding the 100 foot 
mark. Deep water drop-offs, vertical 
coral walls, and deep wreck explor- 
ation have now become a way of life 
in resort areas. 

It is this new trend — this high 
number of sport divers engaged in 
serious repetitive diving — which 
greatly increases the chances of bends 
accidents. One Caribbean resort oper- 
ator recently reported some 63,000 
dives logged at his resort over the 
past few years, and frankly admitted 
that he expected an accident at any 
time. The odds were piling up against 
him. “Put enough people in the water 
often enough, and you’re bound to 
have a hit,” he commented. 

The horrifying part of this picture 
is that the establishment of new re- 
compression chamber facilities has 
not kept pace with the tremendous 
growth of resort diving facilities. The 
latest issue (revised in 1973) of the 
International Listing of Chambers, pub- 
lished and distributed by NAUI, shows 
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a pitiful total of five treatment cham- 
bers in the entire Caribbean . . . one 
in Cuba, two in the Bahamas, one in 
Puerto Rico, and one in the Virgin 
Islands. Compare this with the 60 to 
70 dive resort operators and _ hotels 
which offer scuba diving excursions to 
depths greater than one atmosphere! 
Why so few chambers? Why no 
chambers in some of the busiest dive 
resort areas in the world (Cozumel, 
Cayman, etc.)? In most cases, the 
island governments are more. con- 
cerned with the health and welfare 
of their own citizens . . . foreigners 
(American tourists included) are no 
concern of theirs. Knowledge about 
the bends is also limited, and many 
island hospital directors have given 
little thought to this problem being 
a serious health hazard. The hotels 
and dive resort operators have also 
shied away from the thought of a 
chamber installation because of the 
expense involved and the _responsi- 
bility of operating such a facility. 
The visiting diver is equally at fault, 
for he rarely poses the most import- 
ant question of his life, ‘““Where is 
the chamber located2” Steeped in the 
holiday spirit of vacation living, the 
resort visitor seldom gives a thought 


to the dangers of repetitive diving - 


on a daily basis, nor what might hap- 
pen if he does get bent. He wrongly 
assumes that he would be well cared 
for and quickly treated. He doesn’t 
stop to realize that he is a long way 
from the good old U.S.A. where 
speedy emergency service and expert 
medical care are only as far away 
as the nearest telephone. 

Medical experts agree unanimous- 
ly that the single most important thing 
in the treatment of decompression 
sickness is to get the victim to a re- 
compression chamber and begin treat- 
ment as quickly as possible. Every 
minute counts, for speedy treatment 
can help avoid permanent neurolog- 
ical damage such as paralysis, blind- 
ness, or even death. The obvious an- 


swer to reduce the chances of per- 
manent nerve damage is to position 
the recompression chamber as close 
to the scene of the diving activity as 
possible. Ideally, every dive resort 
Operation should have a_ treatment 
chamber on the premises, just as 
handy as the air compressor station. 

Some of the more progressive re- 
sort Operators have already taken ac- 
tion or are presently in the process 
of setting things up. For example, the 
Underwater Explorers Club of Free- 
port, Grand Bahama, has a four-man 
Perry Oceanographics chamber _ in- 
stalled dockside. The dive resorts 
around Montego Bay are in the pro- 
cess of establishing a Jamaica Dive 
Resort Association, and have been 
urging the government to install a 


chamber at the hospital. In Bonaire, 


Capt. Don Stewart is in the process 
of converting a large steam _ boiler 
into a treatment chamber. | 

It is up to the diving public, the 
dive resort visitor, to convince the 
resort Operators that he must accept 
the responsibility of accident treatment 
as well as prevention. Hoping that 
no one will get bent is not enough. 
Dive resorts must be prepared to treat 
bends cases swiftly and_ effectively. 
They must be willing to either install 
their own chamber, persuade the lo- 
cal island government to install one 
at the hospital, or be prepared to 
provide speedy emergency air service 
to some off-island chamber facility. 

The cost: of a small, emergency 
chamber facility is about equal to a 
heavy duty commercial air station, 
and should be treated as part of the 
necessary overhead in operating a 
diving business. If the resort oper- 
ator is willing to take the customer’s 
money for air refills and scuba serv- 
ices, he must also be willing to ac- 
cept the responsibility for that per- 
son’s safety and welfare in case of 
an accident. And without a chamber 
nearby, survival and successful recov- 
ery of a bends victim is unlikely. >

It was with much amazement 
with which | read Dr. Grossan’s re- 
commendations on drugs to take for 
congestion before diving — not be- 
cause they weren’t the right drugs, 
but the light way he recommended 
Sudafed. Sudafed is a very good de- 
congestant; it resembles the body’s 
compound adrenaline (ephinephrine) 
but for this reason it also produces a 
number of side effects — especially 
in the 60 mg. dose. These may in- 
clude increased blood pressure and 
heart rate, hyperexcitability, and ner- 


vousness. These are especially notice- 


able when the person is surprised by 
the unexpected, and may _ severely 
frighten the individual when he feels 
his heart racing. 

For those who do wish to dive 
with mild congestion, try one tablet 
at a time four times a day, the day 
before if possible, then increase the 
dose. If two tablets don’t work, don’t 
dive. The cardiovascular effects  in- 
crease greatly from one to two tab- 
lets, so stick to one tablet whenever 
possible. It’s no place to be a ner- 
vous Annie at 100 feet.

Two divers were go- 
ing to dive an area of about 35 to 
40 feet and tow the divers flag on 
an innertube float. One of the divers 
measured off about 40 feet of 400 
Ib. braided line fastened to the tube 
and tied the end to his weight belt 
so as to have both hands free. After 
about 20 min. into the dive a plea- 
sure boater came to the flag, picked 
it up, tube and all, and placed it in 
the back seat of an open outboard 
boat. With no further caution he pro- 
ceeded to take off at full speed. The 
tube and flag popped out of the 
seat and back into the water. The 
diver was given a severe jolt around 
the midsection but was not harmed.

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D:. Art Walker is dead. He died 
while scuba diving. Air embolism? 
Bends? Equipment malfunction? Pa- 
nic? None of these. The autopsy 
showed that Art suffered a heart attack. 

Art Walker, Ph.D., was an all-Amer- 
ican football player, generally athletic 
and a certified scuba diver. After the 
initial shock which accompanied the 
unexpected loss of our friend and 
colleague at Northern Michigan Uni- 
versity, we learned that Art was aware 
that he had an enlarged heart and 
several other complications which 
would render him totally unsuited for 
the sport of scuba diving. Yet his 
medical report, which is a_ require- 
ment here, indicated that he was phy- 
sically fit for diving. How could such 
a thing happen? More to the point, 
what can we do to prevent such an 
accident from recurring? 

The problem is complex. Ideally 
every diver (and instructor) should 
be examined annually by a diving

doctor. Unfortunately, this is imprac- 
tical for most. If we allow legislation 
to get into the act, though, this and 
more may well become a requirement. 

Consider the FAA requisites. This 
federal agency licenses certain doctors 
to perform examinations on_ pilots. 
These exams fall into three classifi- 
cations: first, second and third. The 
first classification is the most com- 
plete and is applicable to airline pi- 
lots. The second is given to the 
commercial, air taxi, pilot instructor, 
etc., and the third to the private pi- 
lot. First class also requires an elec- 
trocardiogram at age 35 and annually 
after age 40. It is frightening to 
think that some legislator might place 
similar restrictions on the diving com- 
munity with first class exams possibly 
being required for instructors who are 
responsible for students’ lives. 

What type of preventive medicine, 
then, is indicated? Perhaps we can 
take a page from the National Hot

Rod Association’s book. It has de- 
veloped a standard physical very simi- 
lar to the FAA requirements for third 
class exams. Members must be exa- 
mined every two years. It seems rea- 
sonable that the diving community 
could call upon the expertise of a 
diving doctor or doctors to develop 
a standard physical form which would 
emphasize the specific problems in- 
volved. This type of standardized 
form would be an invaluable aid to 
the landlocked doctor who has not 
had the opportunity to understand 
these problems. If each of the major 
national certifying associations were to 
adopt this form and make it a man- 
datory part of the certification proc- 
ess, we might prevent unwanted legis- 
lation in this area of our sport. 

Art Walker was 39. He was also 
a husband and father. Let’s do some- 
thing to prevent such a tragedy from 
happening again before something is 
done for us. >

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PSCUBAEYE SONAR

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The Scuba-Eye Sonar can aid divers in 
numerous ways. For instance, it can be used 
to locate wrecks, to find and measure 
caves in underwater bluffs, or te locate 
marine life beyond the range of visibility.

Scuba-Eye is a unique machine which allows a diver 
to determine, while submerged, exactly how deep the 
bottom is from the diver’s position, how far it is to 
the surface, and whether there is underwater life beyond 
the range of visibility. It can be used to locate and mea- 
sure caves in underwater bluffs, and when a diver scans 
360 degrees he can cover thousands of square feet. 

Scuba-Eye is an underwater sonar device which trans- 
mits sound waves through the water. The sound waves 
rebound from solid objects, as far away as 200 feet, and 
indicate the distance on an illuminated, easy-to-read, five 
inch dial on the back of the machine. The sonar device 
is housed in an aluminum cast housing with two handles 
on it, and is held out in front of the diver in much the 
same way as a movie camera is. There is an on/off 
switch on the side of the unit, and a transducer is lo- 
cated in the end where the sound waves are emitted and 
received. Scuba-Eye is about a half pound positive in 
fresh water. By adding a couple of lead washers, it will 
also be about a half pound positive in salt water. 

The scanner motor is driven by eight ‘“’C’” cell bat- 
teries delivering 12 volts. When the unit is turned on, 
a constant light rapidly pulses at the zero-feet position. 
When the sound waves strike an underwater object and 
are returned, a second reading light appears at the 30 
feet position, or whatever the depth or distance to the 
object, or bottom, may be. If a fish, or a number of 
fish, happen to swim between the bottom and _ the 
Scuba-Eye, additional blips will appear on the dial. 

The transducer on Scuba-Eye is round and _ therefore 
sends out a cone shaped wave pattern. The greater the 
distance, the broader the cone. For example: at a dis- 
tance of 100 feet the base of the cone will scan an 
area 17 feet in diameter. To determine the area being 
covered at any given depth, the diver simply divides 
the depth indicated on the sonar dial by six. At 40 
feet, for instance, a circle six feet eight inches across is 
covered. The on/off control has three positions — off, 
high and low. The low power position is to be used 
for distances to 20 feet. For scanning greater distances 
the high power position is used. 

There’s an art to reading and interpreting the signals 
on the dial properly, but it’s really quite simple to

master. | tested the unit at Catalina Island in the kelp 
beds and over a sandy bottom. On the hard packed 
bottom the return signal was clear and bright, and just 
one signal was received by the unit. | aimed it hori- 
zontally and picked up a diver who had started to come 
in from about 100 feet away on a DPV (visibility was 
about 30 feet). As he moved in closer | could track 
him easily, the dial indicating 90, 80, 70 feet and so 
on. By keeping the Scuba-Eye on him, | could also de- 
termine in what direction he was_ traveling. 

Different types of bottoms give different types of 
readings on Scuba-Eye’s dial. For example: a lake bottom 
with a covering of weeds will produce many thin, pale 
signals. If, while traveling over a hard packed gravel, 
clay or sand bottom the bright signal suddenly widens, 
it means that the diver has started over a mud bottom. 
Mud absorbs the sound waves and returns a wide but 
weak signal. On a level bottom with scattered rocks or 
coral clumps the usual bottom signal will appear on the 
dial, but secondary signals will also indicate the tops 
and sides of the rocks and coral mounds. 

If a diver doesn’t have a depth indicator on_ his 
boat he can simply hold the Scuba-Eye over the side, 
switch it on and find out the depth of the water and 
even what type of bottom it is. The transducer must be 
in the water in order to register a reading. It’s best to 
practice with the Scuba-Eye in clear water over various 
types of bottom in order to recognize the variance in 
readings when working in dirty water. When | pointed 
the unit down into the kelp beds from near the 
surface | got a solid bottom reading over the rocks, 
but also got a lot of secondary readings due to the kelp 
blades and stalks being picked up by the device. 

Scuba-Eye opens up a lot of possibilities for the diver, 
especially those who dive in murky waters. And _ in 
searching for Great Lakes -wrecks, the Scuba-Eye would 
be invaluable. More than once | have been as close as 
100 feet from a wreck in Lake Huron and missed it 
completely. Scuba-Eye sells for $349.50, complete with 
batteries, and comes with a one year warranty and un- 
conditional money-back guarantee.

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"Oe, | smell oie,’”’ our rik beainer said in broken 

English. Everyone came to life as we all smelled the same 
skunk-like odor which often accompanies submerged 
wrecks as small drops of trapped oil finally escape and 
slowly make their way to the surface. The boatman steered 
upwind and we knew that at any moment the fathometer 
would start showing abruptly changing depths as we 
crossed over a large shipwreck. 

Nothing could be more stimulating to a wreck diver 
than to find a ship which has gone unseen, untouched 
and unexplored since it vanished from the surface many 
years before. Yet our dive team of five divers, who live 
and work at the Kwajalein Missile Range in the Marshall 
Islands, hoped to locate a number of forgotten wrecks 
during the four weeks we were to spend exploring Truk 
Lagoon. We had spent months researching the area before 
the trip, digging through copies of war documents, records 
and important battle photographs. As we had pieced the 
bits of information together, we had been constantly 
stimulated with questions: 
What was their cargo? Why had none of them been found? 

At last we were there, with choppy waves slapping 
against our small boat, and our eagerness was difficult to 
contain. We continued to sense the strong skunk- like 
smell, but it seemed like an eternity ore Ru Nem- 
covsky and John Bloomfig ) 
fathometer, reported abr 
to 150 feet.

ing for the Amagisan Maru. The object below us was 
possibly 500 feet in length and was headed in the same 
direction the Amagisan had been before it sunk. 

One last turn into the wind and our boat coasted to a 
stop as the Trukese line-handler cast the anchor. Herb 
Haymond and | were the first divers in the water, followed 
immediately by Rudy and John. Shoulder to shoulder, we 
swam swiftly straight down the anchor rope which dis- 
appeared into the infinite dark blue below us. At 60 feet 
we strained our eyes to see a faint image of an elongated 
object which bore the shape of a ship’s side. At 80 feet 
we could see our anchor secured in the bridge area of a 
very large cargo ship listing to port 45 degrees. 

The ship appeared to be in excellent condition except 
for the 30 years of submarine wear and tear. Swimming 
200 feet toward the bow we could see the king posts and 
mast angling toward the surface. The 75mm bow gun 
was stowed neatly in place, pointing forward as if it had 
had no time to fire at the enemy before the doomed ship 
was fatally hit. On the starboard side of the bow, at 
110 feet, the characters Amagisan Maru were clearly leg- 
ible, thus removing all doubt as to the identity of the 
beautiful vessel now resting peacefully on the lagoon 
floor. The ship’s port anchor was out and its chain hung 

the. hawsehole to the sand below, then turned across 
floor and disappeared over a coral head into 
less blue-grey water. 
Bing toward the stern, we saw a large torpedo 
had up the ‘ship’ § starboard side, pene- 
umber three. cargo hold just forward of the 
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bridge. Stack markings of the Japanese shipping company 
Mitsui Bussan Kaisha were still apparent. The stern sloped 
into deeper water, but since our dive plan allowed us to 
descend no further, we swam over the aft cargo holds and 
stern area where it faded into the depths below. Later, 
we found the stern of the ship at 170 feet. All cargo holds 
appeared empty, although our exploration was only super- 
ficial. There is a chance some cargo could still be found. 

The second shipwreck we looked for was in the Eten 
Anchorage. Here, we looked for a ship believed to be 
the Seiko Maru, a 5300 ton cargo ship which sank stern 
first after being torpedoed. War photographs show fires 
blazing violently in the stern area as the Seiko Maru dis- 
appeared below the heavily oiled and littered surface. 

Little more than an hour after starting our methodical 
search pattern, we had successfully found and secured 
our anchor in the coral encrusted superstructure of the 
ship we had seen in the photograph. Like the Amagisan, 
this ship was relatively deep with the top of its bridge at 
100 feet. Even though there appeared to be no cargo, this 
ship had some interesting features. On the bow at 120 
feet, instead of a properly fitted deck gun, there was an 
old artillery field piece that stood on one feeble wooden 
spoke wheel with the other collapsed beneath. The muz- 
zle was jammed through a roller chock port on the star- 
board side where it was positioned to fire at the enemy. 
How desperate those fighting men must have been to 
resort to such a crude form of defense! 

Inside the second level of the bridge we found a large 
tile bathtub, a latrine area, and what was probably a 
galley or dining area. China displaying the ship’s house 
flag markings was scattered along one bulkhead and 
stacked in what appeared to be a sink or cabinet. Posi- 
tive identification of this ship was made from the unique 
insignia found on the china which belonged to the Jap- 
anese shipping company Dairen Kisen Kaisha. The Seiko 
Maru is listed as the only ship lost at Truk by this company. 

During the next few days we made repeated exploratory 
and photographic dives on the newly found ships. Surface 
intervals were used to search for additional wrecks. Usually 
our second and, sometimes, third dives of each day were 
on one of the shallow, better known wrecks which we 
had not yet explored. 

We found our third and fourth new wrecks at 220 feet, 
again in the Eten Anchorage, during our second week at 
Truk. Because of other diving commitments, however, ex- 
ploratory dives on these ships were not made until Rudy 
and John had departed and our second diving team, Milt 
Lyens and Denise Lynch, had arrived. 

Our first decompression dives were planned to explore 
and photograph the third ship which was found close to 
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the Seiko Maru. Tentatively it had been identified as the 
Hokuyo Maru, a 4200 ton cargo ship 360 feet in length. 

With our new diving team anxious to explore these 
newly discovered ships, we entered the water. At 140 
feet we quickly determined the identity of one ship, as 
we photographed stack markings of the company known 
to have owned the Hokuyo, Kita Nippon Kisen Kaisha. 
There was an open bridge at 160 feet complete with two 
telegraphs, a heavily damaged compass and the helm with 
its wheel hung in an off-center fashion on part of its 
pedestal. The wheel’s wooden spokes had long since de- 
teriorated and disappeared. A loop antenna still maintained 
its position above the bridge but was slightly modified 
by a piece of horn coral. No cargo was observed on the 
ship’s main decks at 185 feet, and open cargo holds were 
not explored because of their depth and lack of obvious 
cargo. The ship was in good condition and we could have 
been enticed to overstay our dive time and explore deeper 
and deeper; however, we all knew better and ascended 
to our first decompression stop on time. Because of the 
depth of the wreck it had less coral growth, and appeared 
cleaner than those vessels in shallower water. 

The following day heavy wind and rain prevented diving 
activities in the unprotected Eten Anchorage. Therefore, 
we spent the day in the sheltered anchorage west of 
Uman Island searching for a fifth ship. We found a rela- 
tively small and heavily damaged vessel in the area where 
the Taiho Maru had reportedly sunk, but we could not 
confirm the identity of the ship. Denise and Milt were 
the first to dive on this ship and reported it lying in 145 
feet of water on its port side with the bridge and bow 
area completely blown away. The intact stern had a mast 
and two cargo holds from which a large quantity of barrels 
had been dumped on the lagoon floor. The gross tonnage 
of the ship was estimated close to 3000 tons. 

Two days later the weather cleared and we planned 
our second decompression dives to explore and photo- 
graph the fourth ship we had found a week and a half 
earlier. As the four of us entered the water together we 
were promptly met by a pair of two foot remoras. They 
seemed friendly enough, darting from one diver to the 
next, apparently not the least afraid. As we descended both 
of them attached themselves to Herb; one to his flotation 
vest and one to his tank. After a short ride they decided 
that their own mode of transportation was better. 

As we passed the 110 foot mark we could see the 
ship’s bow and foremast. Suddenly, we were startled by 
what we saw in the forward cargo hold. Still stacked in 
very neat rows were hundreds of spherical land mines, 
boxes of detonators and ammunition. It appeared that 
every available inch of space in this hold had been

crammed with some type of ordnance. It was frightening 
to consider what could have happened had we dropped 
our heavy anchor into this hold of delicate cargo. There 
were enough explosives there to cause a blast big enough 
to destroy all human and sea life within an eighth of 
a mile, and shake the entire lagoon. 

The 75mm bow gun, pointed off the port bow, was in 
good condition. Covered with only light coral growth, 
it was not difficult to see the more refined features of 
the gun, such as the sight and ranging devices. We were 
amazed to find three armored tanks sitting near the second 
hold in relatively good condition. Probably because of 
their armament, 30 years of submersion had not ap- 
preciably changed the appearance of this equipment. 
Other than being covered with silt, they appeared still 
useable. The hatches were closed and our attempts to 
open them were in vain. We could only speculate how 
the inside would look. 

The ship’s second and third holds were filled to the 
top with half-tracks and trucks of all sizes and descriptions. 
Herb and | were exposing film as fast as our strobes 
could recharge and flashbulbs could be changed. How 
frustrating it is to know your air supply is rapidly becom- 
ing exhausted when you are only starting to explore and 
take pictures! Fifteen minutes were all we could expect 
from a tank of air and still have reserve for minor un- 
foreseen contingencies. 

The ship’s bridge was missing, as though it had been 
lifted off, and its stack, with no apparent markings, had 
toppled onto the deck. This ship was tentatively identified 
as the San Francisco Maru, an old 5800 ton cargo ship. 
Its general configuration is common to several ships be- 
lieved sunk in this area, but its location corresponds with 
the area in which the San Francisco Maru was reported. 

It now appeared that the months of research, prepara- 
tion and planning had paid off. Methodically searching, 
we had found five large ships where they were believed 
sunk. With this bit of success we were now ready to 
search for the largest and most beautiful ship remaining 
to be found in the Truk Lagoon — the Aikoku Maru. This 
ship sank in one of the deeper parts of the Eten Anchorage 
and we expected that it would be difficult to find. 

Originally designed as a passenger carrying cargo ship, 
the 527 foot Aikoku was converted to a raiding cruiser 
during the first part of the war because of her size of 
10,500 tons, twin screw maneuverability and speed of 
21 knots. When the Japanese failed at raiding foreign 
shipping, her extra guns were removed and she was con- 
verted back to a transport four months before being sunk. 

On the day Truk was raided, the Aikoku was anchored 
east of Dublon Island with her forward holds heavily 
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loaded with munitions. Although a very desirable target 
to the American pilots, no one had effected appreciable 
damage until one pilot dropped a destructive load in the 
bow area of the ship. The explosion which resulted from 
detonating the explosive cargo was so great it destroyed 
the striking plane and its pilot. American flyers reported 
that the ship sank immediately. A Trukese | recently met 
saw the incident and confirmed this report. He added 
that all but four of the crew perished. Knowing this his- 
tory, Our group was very anxious to find the Aikoku. 

A pleasantly calm day was chosen to conduct. this 
search. Surprisingly, we only had to look 30 minutes be- 
fore our fathometer had located a wreck in 230 feet of 
water. During our descent we thoroughly checked our 
equipment in preparation for the deep decompression 
dive ahead. The first recognizable object we saw was the 
enormous elliptical shaped stack with its markings, if they 
ever existed, hidden by the heavy growth of the sea. In 
continuing our slow descent, we had turned toward the 
bow when at 135 feet | saw the huge stack and super- 
structure loom above. Below, into depths further than 
visibility would permit, was a wall of rippled and twisted 
steel plates and girders. 

There was no doubt that this was the Aikoku; she was 
recognizable by her stack, remaining superstructure and 
effects of the explosion reported in Navy war records. 
The bombs had completely severed over 200 feet of this 
ship’s sleek bow and, as expected, the gun platforms were 
bare and void of their weapons. The 75mm stern gun, 
however, was elevated to approximately 45 degrees and 
pointed off the port side, the same direction the fatal 
attacking aircraft had come from. For a moment | wond- 
ered whether the gunner had actually seen that particular 
plane approaching, or if he was firing at another plane 
as the final attack was made. This question will never 
be answered since both the gunner and pilot perished. 

In deeper water and further out in the Eten Anchorage 
we located our seventh ship. It was tentatively identified 
as the Reiyo Maru, a 5400 ton cargo ship. We made one 
short verification dive and found the ship in poor con- | 
dition, with masts gone and the bridge destroyed. The 
stack still stood among the debris. 

There is little doubt that we could have located as 
many as seven more ships, including a couple of warships, 
had time permitted. During our stay in Truk Lagoon we 
had dived on a four-engine seaplane, 14 well known ship- 
wrecks, and seven new ones, using almost 200 tanks of 
air. To discover and briefly explore these wrecks was in- 
deed a thrill for us, but other divers will have equally 
exciting adventures exploring the areas we did not have 
time to see. Truk is, without doubt, a divers’ paradise. ># 
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The Egg Cowrie 





A diver sees a velvety-black creature, with tiny 
white and yellow dot-like papillae, living on soft 
coral. It appears to be a large humpbacked sea 
slug. He touches its back and the pitch-black man- 
tle withdraws to reveal a glistening, snow-white 
porcelaneous shell. It is the egg shaped Ovula ovum 
Linnaeus, commonly known as the egg cowrie. It 
is sometimes called the fried egg cowrie, though 
that name seems quite inappropriate; its shape is 
a whole egg rather than of a flattened fried egg. 

The pure white, highly polished shell contrasts 
with its brilliant chocolate to reddish-brown in- 
terior. There is no other shell with which it can be 
confused. Residing on the same yellow or darker 
soft corals it feeds on, it is found through the In- 
dian and Pacific province from Madagascar and the 
Indian Ocean to the central Indo-Pacific, Western 
Australia, Queensland and New South Wales. 

The egg cowrie is not a true cowrie. It is the larg- 
est member of the Ovulidae, a group related to the 
cowries and whose shells and anatomy resemble 
those of true cowries. This shell reaches a length 
of four and a half inches. Unlike the true cowrie, 
Ovula ovum has no teeth on the columella, or in- 
ner side of the aperture. Another member of the 
Ovulidae is Cyphoma gibbosum Linnaeus, known 
as the flamingo tongue, which is quite common on Text by Twila Bratcher 
sea fans in the Caribbean. 

Since early times, the cowrie shell has been re- Photography by Carl Roessler 
spected by primitive races as a token of good for- 
tune, a talisman against evil forces, and a charm 
to favor fertility. The beautiful egg cowrie has been 
adopted by native races for elaborate decorations 
of their huts, canoes and fishing nets. They have 
been used as ornaments for personal adornment 
in the form of armlets and necklaces; numerous 
examples of them may be seen in the ethnological 
halls of most of the world’s museums. There is an 
age-old custom in which one of these shells is 
planted at the commencement of rows of crops to 
ensure a fertile harvest, a custom which is still fol- 
lowed by some of the peoples of the world today. 

The egg cowrie is a study in contrasts. The living 
animal’s velvety-black mantle contrasts with the 
shiny porcelain-like shell, and the exterior highly 
polished white shell with the deep but rich interior 
coloring. In either case, it is beautiful to look at. >

The lovely egg cowrie, OVULA OVUM Linnaeus

The purpose of this article is to introduce readers to 
the exciting world of natural light U/W photography. 

Selecting a Camera — Selecting a camera involves a 
compromise between your needs and your pocketbook. 
For snapshots on a budget, simple cameras with fixed 
focus and exposure will yield acceptable pictures if you 
stay in bright, clear water. In turbid water, these simple 
cameras usually limit you to upward silhouettes against 
the brighter surface above. 

Cameras with automatic exposure controls will work 
underwater if the exposure control does not depend on 
prolonged shutter speeds to cope with low-light situa- 
tions. It is difficult to take sharp pictures with shutter 
speeds of 1/30 second or longer with a hand-held camera. 

Manually adjustable cameras, with SLR  viewfinding 
systems and exposure meter indicators visible in the 
viewfinder, offer the greatest ease of operation. But 
when the camera is encased in a housing, and your 
face is covered with a diving mask, the SLR viewing 
screen may not be easily seen. For best results a large 
viewing screen, such as those available for the Nikon F 
or Canon F-1, is needed. 

Choosing Film — Fast films, such as Tri-X (ASA 400) 
for black and white, and High Speed Ektachrome (ASA 
160) for color slides, are popular choices for natural 
light photography. Their high ASA ratings allow faster 
shutter speeds and higher numbered f-stops in dim, un- 
derwater light. In bright, clear water, Plus-X (ASA 
125) is a good choice for black and white, and Ekta- 
chrome-X (ASA 64) for color slides. While these slower 
speed films require more light for an exposure, they 
yield finer grain and greater contrast than the faster 
films. For color prints, we favor using color slide film 
and having color prints made from the best slides. This 
costs. less than shooting color negative film and having 
prints made from each exposure. 

Estimating Exposure —- Use an exposure meter. Be 
sure to aim the meter at the same angle that the camera 
will be aimed. When taking a reading near the surface, 
tilt the meter downward slightly to avoid false readings 
from the brighter, overhead light. With selenium-cell 
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meters (those not requiring a battery), don’t let the. 


meter float in an upward position with the photo-cell 
aimed at the sun. This can cause the meter to give 
false readings when it is taken into dimmer, U/W light. 

Estimating underwater exposures without a light meter 
is difficult. Assuming ideal conditions — bright, over- 
head sun and clear ocean water — begin with the basic 
exposure of f16 at the shutter speed that most closely 
matches your ASA rating. For example, with a Nikonos 
and High Speed Ektachrome (ASA 160), begin with f16 
at 1/125 second (or the equivalent exposure of f22 at 
1/60 second). In the first 10 feet of water open the 
lens by two more stops (from f16 to f8). Open by one 
more stop for each additional 10 feet down to about 
50 feet. This is a rough rule of thumb only — there is 
no reliable substitute for an exposure meter. Dark sub- 
jects, early morning or late afternoon sun or turbid water 
will require even wider lens openings. 

Avoid Excessive Movements — If you swim and move 
about excessively, you will accomplish three things. First, 
you will miss several good subjects because you haven't 
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studied the area carefully. Second, you will probably 
scare the fish into hiding. Third, your fins will kick up 
efoyacelanl rel inalcigia te) elal clan, (e)(eigcty Zell) ele) icl<cr 
One popular method is to select an attractive back- 
eAaeleiarep {ela aaron cer lastcies\ cele (oydelesiuincyrlale! ferecis clare) stata 
just rest on the bottom and wait.

Another method, which avoids scaring your subject 
away, or kicking up sediment, is to glide in on your 
subject. For example, suppose you see a fish resting on 
a rock. Take a light meter reading off another rock of 
the same color and depth and preset the camera for ex- 
posure and minimum focused distance. Get back about 
ten> feet and gain some “altitude’’ on him. Exhale to 
lose buoyancy (or adjust your BC unit), kick your fins 
gently to gain momentum, and slowly glide down to

Shoot Close — Your best pictures will usually be tak- 
en at close distances. At long range, minute particles 
suspended in the water block the view from camera to 
subject. Even in the clearest water it is difficult to take 
really sharp pictures at distances greater than ten feet. 
With fixed-focus cameras, work at about four to five 
clol@tmeelan arcu le}(ecee thers) (cleua ty alolaureleliicie) cele celecicis 
distances, and the suspended particles cause loss of de- 
finition at longer distances. With adjustable cameras, 
work from the camera’s minimum focused distance up 
to about four or five feet. Generally, the more turbid 
the water, the closer you should be to your subject. 

Use Apparent Distances —- When you look at an un- 
derwater object through the faceplate of your mask, the 
object appears to be larger and closer than it actually is. 
This magnification is caused by the bending (refraction) 
of light as it passes through the water/ glass/air in- 
terfaces of the faceplate. This also happens at the inter- 
faces of a flat lens port of a camera housing. The im- 
portant point is that the camera behind a flat port will 
“see” the subject with the same magnification that your 
eye sees. For example, a subject actually four feet away 
will appear to be three feet away to both your eye and 
the camera lens. Therefore, camera should be focused 
for the “apparent distance’ of three feet. 

Upward Perspective—Trying to change your perspective 
— the way you view an underwater scene. As a diver, 
you are accustomed to swimming above the bottom and 
looking downward. As an underwater photographer, try 
getting as close to the bottom as possible and viewing 
objects with an upward perspective. 
angles will help separate subjects from backgrounds. 

Keep a Record — Keep a record of your shots — 
film, f-stop, shutter speed, subject distance, visibility and 
any special conditions. Do this on the site with a pen- 
cil and slate, or as soon as possible after leaving the 
water. You will learn from experience much more ef- 
ficiently if you write down your photographic conditions 
and the results. >»

In 1961, | resigned as representative of the 
United States in the Underwater World Con- 
federation. Up to that time | had been very 
active in trying to build up a world diving 
Organization and, here in the United States, an 
American organization. Since then | have stepped 
completely out of any social activities in the 
United States and around the world. | have 
been too busy manufacturing diving equipment 
and the little free time | have | invest in my 
still-favorite sports: sport diving and spearfish- 
ing. Recent events have led me back into the 
headlines. | do this against my wishes, but the 
reasons to take a stand are so important | 
have no other choice. 

My first underwater experience goes back to 
before World War II, and since then | have 
seen many attacks against the sport of spear- 
fishing. Our first strong opposition was from 
the fishing tackle people. They complained that 
we disturbed their favorite sport. Then we had 
the Parks and Recreation people who didn’t 
want us fishing from the beaches. There have 
been many others. So far we have survived 
very gracefully. 

This time the attack, a strong one, comes 
from a member of our family. A movement 
initiated by a strong and powerful personality 
in the diving world is trying to put the sport 
of spearfishing outside the law. That leaves me 
no other choice than to take up my pen and 
fight for the survival of my favorite sport as 
| have done in the past. 

| think the most important defense of spear- 
fishing is the history of diving itself. The 
sport diving activities we have today started 40 
years ago when a group of people decided 
that the best way to get their fish was not to 
use a line, but to go underwater and choose 
and take their own fish. That was how the 
sport of spearfishing started, and that was the 
start of everything. Everyone of any notoriety 
in the sport of diving today passed through 
that. They started as spearfishermen, and when 
| say everybody, | mean literally everybody who 
is in the ‘“Who’s Who” of: diving. 

All diving companies that started in the be- 
ginning started by selling spearfishing equip- 
ment only. As a matter of fact a long time 
ago, in 1948, my company was named “The 
Spearfisherman.” The same magazine which is 
sO nice to print my_ story, SKIN’ DIVER, 
started as a magazine strictly for spearfishermen 
and for the first four, five and six years the 
only thing readers saw were spearfishing pic- 
tures. As a matter of fact, in December, 1952, 
SKIN DIVER printed one of my _ underwater 
spearfishing pictures on its cover. 

That was in the United States, but the same 
was true around the world. We all worked 
hard, we fought hard and we spearfished hard. 
We were proud of our new sport and we built 
up what is known as the sport of diving. 


Then scuba diving started. In the beginning 
we skin divers looked upon this new brand 
of brothers in a friendly way, calling them 
“bubble divers.’ Finally these “bubble divers” 
got really big and we all turned out to be 
“bubble divers.” Then the confusion started. 

Scuba diving grew rapidly and was_trans- 
formed from a back-yard industry to a legiti- 
mate business; in the end it was the sport of 
scuba diving, with its new horizons, which 
legitimized our sport of spearfishing and gave 
it the necessary boost to make it what it is

But competition 
should be eliminated, and 
the type of guns should be 
controlled so that bazooka- 
type guns would be outlawed. 
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today. Unfortunately, scuba diving got 
so big that it slowly, slowly swallowed 
up the spearfishermen, resulting in a 
new, mixed breed of scuba/skin div- 
er/spearfishermen. Skin divers and 
spearfishermen, as_ individuals, have 
slowly disappeared. That is the big 
problem and that is what | want to 
do here — to give to Caesar what is 
Caesar’s and to God what is God's. 
Why now do some of our bro- 
ther scuba divers want to kill the 
sport of spearfishing? They say that 
we are responsible for the scarcity 
and sometimes the complete disappear- 
ance of many fish, and as such are 
a menace to the ecology. Ecology is 
a big word today; everybody tries to 
exploit it and often a new _ industry 
is born, as they say, to protect the 
ecology. A new flag has been created 
and under this flag some people are 
trying to reach their own personal 
goals which really have nothing to 
do with the true goals of ecology. 
Of course | like ecology, and who 
doesn’t? But | also like spearfishing. 
A big flag is held up around the 
world today: “‘Let’s save the sea.” | 
have only one small flag which 
says: “Let’s save the sea and save 
the sport of spearfishing,”. because 
one is not in opposition to the other. 
They say that we are responsible 
for the destruction of the fish. The 
reality is that the difference in amount 
of fish caught by spearfishermen as 
opposed to the amount caught by 
commercial fishermen is tremendous. 
| don’t have worldwide figures to back 
this statement up, but | can _ give 
some French figures as an example. 
In 1971, in France, commercial 








fishermen caught 537,530 tons of fish 
including 110,200 tons offshore and 
31,853 tons of shellfish. In the same 
year, during the French spearfishing 
championship, 76 — spearfishermen 
caught 2154 pounds of fish during 
10 hours of competition, which is 28 
pounds per person in 10 hours — 
just a little less than three pounds 
for each hour. The conclusion is ob- 


vious: in One year a_ large fishing 
boat can catch more fish than all 
the spearfishermen in France can 


catch all year long. 

Concerning the line fishermen, who 
are 40 times more numerous. than 
spearfishermen (we still talk only 
about France): in 1972 during the 
line fishing championship, 162 line 
fishermen caught 7884 fish for a tot- 
al of 5500 pounds. These figures 
show that spearfishing is not really 
the reason for the disappearance of 
the fish. The reason for their scarcity 
and disappearance is that there is a 
lot of fishing done all around the 
world and nobody worries about re- 
populating the seas as they do in 
lakes and rivers. What would happen 
on land if we kept eating chicken 
and beef and never worried about 
raising poultry or cattle? 

Another reason for the scarcity of 
fish, especially in Europe, is that too 
many systems of commercial fishing 
are legal; fishing with lights at night, 
trawling near the shore. (Trawling is 
certainly not a very ecological type 
of fishing because it scratches the 
bottom of the sea and really changes 
the sea life on the ocean floor.) But 
especially destructive is fishing with 
dynamite, and unfortunately the more 
scarce the fish are the more often 
this cruel system is used. One simple 
bomb kills millions of small fish and 
billions of eggs and the law is, more 
or less, tolerant of it. And in the 
end, what is not killed or destroyed 
by this, is killed by pollution. 

Of course, we spearfishermen are 
in some parts responsible too, but 
certainly not enough to justify the 
killing of such a beautiful sport; a 
sport which is more demanding than 
any other sport | know. Being able 
to free dive, go to 90 feet, play 
games with the fish, outsmart him, 
catch him and take him to the sur- 
face is one of the most complete 


sports existing in the world. And 
the fish has his chance too. The 
fish is not intelligent and doesn’t 


have a weapon, but he is in his own 
environment; he can swim, hide, cam- 
ouflage himself and it is a fair chance 
for both — it is a 50/50 chance. 


Last December | was in the Ba- 
hamas enjoying my favorite pastime 
when one day, free diving of course, 
| found a grouper weighing 35 or 
40 pounds, at 40 feet. He was. in- 
side a cave in a reef not far from 
the beach. Immediately | tried to 
catch him, but he was a smart one 
and we played “hide and seek’ be- 
tween four or five holes, appearing 
from one, disappearing into another 
and so on. After one hour | gave 
up because he was outsmarting me. 
But the second day | took my rub- 
ber boat and there | was, in the same 
place to try again. This time it was 
not one hour, it was longer. | never 
really checked the exact time but | 
know it was noon when | got back. 

On the third day at dawn, which 
is the best time to catch fish, there 
| was with my small rubber boat, 
all by myself, more determined than 
ever to arrive at some conclusion. But 
that day too, | came back empty- 
handed. At night | was dreaming 
about catching that fish, and for ten 
solid days there | was at that reef 
with my small boat diving up and 
down, up and down God only knows 
how many times. For ten days the 
fish had a ball and | had a first- 
class nervous breakdown. 

Fortunately, my vacation ended and 
| left. Actually, my body left be- 
cause my heart was, and is, still 
there at that reef with that grouper 
near that small island in the Bahamas. 
That is the story of the old man 
and the sea which Hemingway de- 
scribed so well in his beautiful novel. 

Hunting is in the blood of man 
and as long as it is done with a 
fair chance to the game there is no- 
thing wrong with it. And if it is 
wrong, let’s all turn vegetarians and 
stop eating meat, any type of meat, 
and not be hypocrites saying that it’s 
okay to eat a chicken but to shoot 
a fish to eat is wrong. If killing is 
bad, any kind of killing is bad, not 
only the killing done by spearfisher- 
men. And | think it is much more 
heroic for the fish to die after play- 
ing games with the spearfishermen 
than to be caught by a huge com- 
mercial fishing machine where his 
chances are zero. | consider myself a 
pretty good spearfisherman, yet my 
average is one to ten which means 
that nine out of ten fish are able 
to get away. 

We should also remember _ that 
spearfishing, as well as being a sport, 
is a system for providing good food 
for the diver and his family. Per- 
sonally, | never consider killing fish 


for the pleasure of killing. When | 
am spearfishing, | choose the right 
type of fish and | think of how 
good it will be when it is greeted 
with a good, cool glass of white 
wine. These are very important things © 
which should never be forgotten. 
Going back to my original point, 
as | said, in the beginning we were 
making all our own equipment, we 
caught our own fish, we cooked them 
and we ate them. We weren’t too 
anxious to make a big sport or big 
industry or big business out of our 
hobby. We were happy, and in some 
ways jealous, of our new discovery 
and we tried to keep it to ourselves. 
All around the world it was the 
same — a very close community. 
Then things changed. More people 
were getting interested in this won- 
derful sport, more people need more 
equipment, and so small manufacturers 
started here and in Europe and con- 
sequently some promotion for the in- 
dustry and public relations became 


necessary. So we started spearfishing 


competition, which at that time was 
very well accepted and helped the 
sport grow in popularity. | was in-~ 
volved in it from the beginning and 
| remember that no matter if the 
national championships were held in 
Long Island or Laguna Beach we al- 
ways had a large number of specta- 
tors and a big follow-up afterwards 
and the newspapers talked about it. 

At the time, spearfishing competi- 
tion was necessary to make our exis- 
tence known. In fact, | was respon- 
sible, along with Jim Christiansen, 
for giving the United States the only 
World Champion title it ever had 
with Terry Lentz in Malta. Then 
slowly, slowly, competition started los- 
ing its initial interest especially be- 
cause in France, Italy and Spain, un- 
scrupulous commercial companies ex- 
ploited the spearfishing competitions 
and the athletes were paid by them. 
It was not sport competition anymore, 
but commercial competition. The win- 
ning product was shown in every 
form of advertising by the company 
and that was the end of competition — 
for me. As | said, competition has 
served its purpose, but now it should 
be eliminated. 

| have nothing against some _ sort 
of control of the quantity and size 
of fish caught by spearfishermen as 
line fishermen are controlled. For that 
matter, the Fish and Game depart- 
ments do an excellent job in con- 
trolling spearfishing. Of course, if a 
species is an endangered species we 
all should be happy to cooperate to

Tourist thrill at the fantastic shapes and colors 
of the coral, and at the abundance of 

marine life that thrives on the reef. All this 

is lost when the coral is killed and 

taken home to gather dust in someone’s den. 
The coral loses all color, fish their home, 

and the world loses one of its richest resources.

A magnificent stand of pillar coral once towered above 
the surrounding reef, its exquisite Gothic spires and pinnacles 
as outstanding in this lovely submarine garden as an altar in 
a cathedral. Pillar corals are comparatively rare in the Florida 
Keys, and the breathtaking beauty of this specimen off Mara- 
thon had made it a landmark, admired and revered by divers 
familiar with the area. 

The coral cathedral is gone now. Smashed loose by blast- 
ing gelatin and derricked out of the water, it was hauled — 
away and sold to the highest bidder. The bleached white 
skeleton now decorates some private swimming pool or 
garden, a victim of the rapidly expanding popularity of coral 
as decorative pieces. 

Evidence of the growing market for coral can be seen in 
souvenir and aquarium shops all across the world. Large 
quantities of artistically arranged coral trinkets are showing 
up in jewelry stores, in department stores, as interior decor- 
ations sold in furniture stores, and as landscape pieces in 
garden shops. In popular diving areas, such as the Florida 
Keys, coral stands are sprouting like mushrooms. 

It’s easy to get into this business. The only investment 
needed is scuba gear and a boat. Sales can be made through 
wholesale supply houses, to individual aquarium and souvenir 
shops, or by setting up one’s own stand. This often consists 
of nothing more than a display board or lean-to, similiar to 
the familiar shacks used for selling home-grown vegetables. 
Unlike produce, however, coral skeletons do not spoil or 
grow old, so there is practically no risk. The price of indi- 
vidual specimens is an indication of demand. In the spring 
of 1973, an operator on Key Largo told me he was getting 
$75 each for 25 pound specimens of elkhorn coral, and much 
higher prices for slower growing species such as_ brain, 
star and pillar corals. 

Prices are also an indication of the amount of pressure 
coral collecting is exerting on the reefs. When divers begin 
to describe individual coral specimens in terms of dollars 
and cents and visualize a living reef as bristling with price 
tags, many will lie awake nights dreaming up schemes to 
cash in on the bonanza. This is verified by the truckloads 
and boatloads of coral being hauled away from the Florida 
Keys and other easily accessible areas. Residents of Big Pine 
Key, Florida, are outraged by the routine raids on beautiful 
Looe Key which lies nine miles offshore. They give first- 
hand, eyewitness descriptions of barges anchored over the 
reef and divers armed with sledges and crowbars attacking 
the coral. Truckloads of coral are almost as common on the 
Overseas Highway as truckloads of lumber, and at least 
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The bleached bones of a once- 
beautiful coral reef are now on 
display at a Florida roadside stand. 
It’s easy to get into this business: 
the only investment needed is 
scuba gear and a boat. The tragedy 
is that living corals don’t regener- 
ate themselves quickly, as other 
typical roadside produce does. 


one collector has been found guilty of using blast- 
ing gelatin for removing large specimens. 

Strange as it may seem, it is perfectly legal to dy- 
namite coral in Florida. The only restriction in the 
law is that dynamite cannot be used for taking food 
fish. Thus the Marine Patrol of the Department of 
Natural Resources, even if aware of coral dynamiting, 
is helpless to stop the practice unless they can prove 
that fish are being killed. Also, except for Pennekamp 
Park and Biscayne National Monument, Florida had no laws 
regulating coral collecting until October, 1973. Anybody, 
at any time, could haul away as much as he could handle. 
Naturally, the most beautiful and most perfect speci- 
mens were the first to go, including huge 200 year old 
stands of coral which weighed several tons. However, 
increasing demand made selective collecting unnecessary 
and large sections of reef have completely disappeared, 
wiped as clean as if scraped and cleared by a bulldozer. 

In 1973, the publicity generated by the donneybrook over 
Pennekamp Park (SDM, Feb., Mar., April 1973) brought at- 
tention to the problem and created a public outcry. Three 
separate bills regulating coral collecting were _ intro- 
duced in the Florida legislature. Two of these simply 
legalized commercial harvesting by requiring a $100 li- 
cense. The third, supported by the Department of Natural 
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Resources and the Florida Skin Diver’s Association, at- 
tempted to restrict commercial collecting by limiting the 
amount that could be taken. The bill which was finally 
passed regulates only three species of hard corals — elk- 
horn, staghorn and pillar, plus two gorgonian corals— 
flabellum and ventalina. The limit is ten pieces or ten 
pounds per person collected while in or on the water. The 
quantity possessed on land, or the number of pieces col- 
lected during the day, are not regulated. Thus, coral can 
still be taken commercially; the operator will only have 
to make more trips, or hire more divers, or promote the 
sale of unregulated species. 

Florida is a microcosm of a worldwide problem. In re- 
searching information for this article | contacted a 
variety of sources, from the Pacific to the Mediterranean, 
including marine scientists, specimen collectors, tour 
guides, resort operators and other specialists. Apparent- 
ly Florida is the first area to adopt any kind of legis- 
lation governing coral collecting. Except for a few marine 
reserves and U/W parks, my informants could name no 
other place where plundering reefs for profit is regulated. 

Florida’s coral collecting legislation may be a_ step 
in the right direction. But, the law is based on_po- 
litical reaction, not sound scientific evidence, and 
it raises more questions than it answers. In fact, a 














number of marine scientists suggest that the protection 
of selected species may actually do more harm than good. 

Coral collecting is an extremely hot political issue 
and any suggestion of restrictive regulations generates 
a storm of protests which confuse the primary purpose 
of protecting the reefs. A few examples illustrate the 


wide divergence of opinion on this controversial subject. 


Bob Straughan of Coral Reef Exhibits, a dedicated and 
outspoken conservationist, states that 99.9 percent of 
all coral sold in Florida and the United States is im- 
ported from the Pacific. This opinion is supported by 
Bob Brown, another marine specimen collector and whole- 
saler in Marathon. Both men claim that Pacific corals 
are cheaper and prettier than Caribbean corals, so there 
is little reason to handle the local varieties. However, 
these men form their opinions from the aquarium trade, 
which Straughan believes is the primary outlet for coral 
sales. When asked about the coral shops springing up 
along the Keys, Straughan said he believes they are a 
good idea because coral is a product of the Keys and 
tourists who are unable to see corals underwater should 
be permitted to take home a few pieces. Straughan is 
also convinced that only one sport diver out of 1000 
collects coral and tourist divers are no threat to reefs. 

Other specimen collectors and many skin diving or- 
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ganizations are in agreement with Straughan in the opin- 
ion that sport diving and the limited commercial harvest- 
ing for tourists is not harming the reefs. Others, such 
as some dive shops, conservation organizations and resi- 
dents in the Keys disagree. These people cite the truck- 
loads and bargeloads of coral leaving the Keys as evidence 
that market conditions have changed drastically. Key div- 
ers can also point out damaged areas of reef which they 
attribute strictly to uncontrolled harvesting. 

Since the primary concern is protection of the reefs, 
| asked marine scientists specializing in coral reef 
ecology to give us the benefit of their opinions. Their 
answers to my questions shed a great deal of light on 
the subject and give anybody who is tempted to take home 
a beautiful piece of coral a lot of food for thought. 

How important are rates of growth to the ability of 
corals to repair damage due to harvesting? 

The rate of growth is very important to recovery, but 
other factors are equally important. The shallow water 
branching corals, such as staghorn and elkhorn, are the 
fastest growing, with growth rates estimated from one to 
eight inches per year, depending on the area and specific 
conditions. Mound corals, such as brain and star, are 
much slower, growing at about one-half inch per year. If 
a piece of branching coral is broken off, the remaining 
coral can repair the break and growth can continue. How- 
ever, regeneration is never assured because algae and 
other growths may encrust the wound and prevent healing. 

Dr. Eugene Shinn of the Shell Oil Company Environmental 
Conservation Department states that if only pieces of fast 
growing coral are taken, the damage would probably be re- 
paired in less than three years. Dr. R. E. Johannes of the 
University of Georgia Department of Zoology states that, 
where reefs are stressed by sediments or sewage, exces- 
sive algal growth often occurs and makes it more difficult 
for corals to repair damage. Dr. John C. Ogden of the West 
Indies Laboratory states that other species may compete 
with corals for space made available by harvesting, or 
that wave patterns may be changed in a manner to preclude 
generation. Dr. Shinn’s studies of Florida’s reefs after 
hurricane damage showed that the reefs made a rapid re- 
covery. Dr. Ogden cited studies of damage to the British 
Honduras reef after the 1962 hurricane which showed little 
sign of recovery even four years later. 

These statements are not as contradictory as they may 
sound. All scientists agreed that collecting often re- 
moves entire colonies, leaving no, “seed’’ for fast re- 
covery. In this case recovery depends upon resettlement 
from larvae drifting in from other areas. If the substrate 
is receptive, recovery could take place in about five to 
ten years for fast growing corals. But, there is no as- 
surance the larvae will resettle in the cleared area. The 
conditions which permitted the original coral growth may 
have changed in the intervening years and the harvested 
area could become just another one of the familiar bare 
spots in the reef tract. 

Dr. Shinn states that the broken pieces scattered about 
by a hurricane act as ‘seed’? which keeps on growing and 
permits fast recovery. However, if the wave patterns or 
currents have changed, of if other conditions are un- 
favorable, recovery could take many years, and perhaps 
the reefs could never regenerate. | 

Dr. Ogden cites the crown of thorns starfish as a 
“natural harvesting machine.” The coral it damages 
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Once-magnificent coral specimens reduced to 
trinkets and curios in a commercial coral shop. 
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often becomes overgrown by sponges or replaced by algae 


before the coral can: recover. Excessive harvesting by 
starfish has devastated many miles of Pacific reefs, 
of which many never recover. 

Harvesting of slow growing mound corals requires re- 
moval of the entire colony and takes many, many years 
for recolonization from larvae to take place. Since the 
smaller specimens are in greatest demand, intensive har- 
vesting eliminates the young colonies just getting started 
and could cause drastic depletion or annihilation of some 
of these species. 

From this evidence it appears that Florida’s new law 
which protects fast growing, branching corals, may con- 
centrate collecting pressure on slower growing mound 
corals which are more vulnerable to depletion. | 

How important are shallow water branching corals to the 
entire reef structure? 

There is general agreement that the branching corals —— 
elkhorn, staghorn and moosehorn — originally laid down 
the framework which formed the foundation for today’s 
reefs. These corals can withstand the buffeting of waves 
and tides and expand seaward, forming the familiar spurs, 
or fingers, which extend into deep water. Dr. Shinn ex- 
amined the internal composition of reef spurs in Florida 
and found that they were composed almost entirely of the 
skeletons of crowded ‘in-place’’ moosehorn. Open spaces 
were filled in with the debris and skeletons of other or- 
ganisms. Thus the entire reef flat was at one time a 
living colony of branching moosehorn coral. 

Dr. Dennis Taylor of the University of Miami Marine La- 
boratory states that the stability of the upper reef 
is very important to the structure of the reef because 
branching corals form the framework which deep water 
corals generally consolidate and strengthen. 

Dr. Ogden says that the branching corals provide the 
habitat diversity which enables the myriad species to live 
on the reefs. They also act as baffles, cutting down the 
force of waves so other more delicate forms may exist. 

On the other hand, Dr. Johannes states that the structure 
on which present living corals sit is generally hundreds 
of years old, and in most cases it would take hundreds of 
years, or more, for the integrity of the reef substructure 
to weaken as a result of removal of the living corals on 
top of it. He says that, unless pollution is intense, 
coralline algae and other calcareous forms would form a 
protective veneer, even in the absence of corals. 

This evidence indicates that, although there is some 
difference of opinion that elimination of branching cor- 
als would cause disintegration of the reef structure, 
there is little doubt that these corals are vitally im- 
portant to continued growth of the reef, and to the 
survival of a number of creatures in the reef community. 

Also, it is generally agreed that extensive harvesting 
of deep water species such as black, red and pink corals 
is a risky gamble because, at present, nobody knows the 
role these may play in holding the structure together. 

In your opinion, could the harvesting of a particular 
species make remaining corals more susceptible to disease 
or other damage? 

Dr. Ogden states, ‘‘We have made observations indicating 
that the ‘wound’ formed when a coral is broken off can 
lead to the rapid growth of marine borers, sponges, and 
algae in the new substrate created by the break. These 
can overgrow the rest of the colony, leading to its de- 
struction. Breaking off parts of a colony will also make 
the whole colony less resistant to wave action.” 





Dr. Shinn states, “I don’t believe that harvesting of 
One species will adversely affect another species nearby. 
Recent work by Dr. Lang in Jamaica has shown that there © 
is fierce competition between various coral species. Re- 
moving one. species may only make conditions more favor- 
able for other species.” 

Others state that the removal of coral makes remaining 
species more vulnerable because the pressure from preda- 
tors is transferred and concentrated on those that are 
left. They also state that there is no way to predict 
what type of organism will replace a coral colony that 
is removed. Often in nature such vacancies are occupied 
by undesirable organisms. 

A renewable resource is usually harvested according to 
sustained yield. In your opinion, should corals be con- 
sidered a renewable resource by this definition, or should 
harvest be confined to “crops” of fish, shellfish and 
other marine life which are reef-dependent? 

Dr. Johannes believes that corals may be looked upon 
as a renewable resource, just like trees. However, he 
would be happier if people were content to enjoy them 
only in the living state. 

Dr. Shinn states, “If harvesting is to be allowed, then, 
probably, it is best to allow it only in the least acces- 
sible areas. | think it should also be restricted to the 
branching corals which are the fastest growing.” 

Dr. James Maragos of the Hawaii Institute of Marine Bi- 
ology believes that all natural ecosystems must have some 
Capacity to maintain losses, whether natural or otherwise. 
Corals are slow growing compared to other systems and he 
feels we need more information before we can say how 
much can safely be removed. 

Dr. Taylor says he is very reluciant to encourage any 
type of coral harvesting, especially in Florida which is 
at the northern limits of coral growth. He cites visible 
damage to a number of easily accessible Florida reefs 
which he attributes to excessive collecting. 

Others state that there is absolutely no reason for 
commercial collection of corals. They are not important 
to the economy after they are removed from the water — 
but are vitally important to the economy if left right where 
they are. One scientist suggested that shops could sell 
plastic replicas as readily as dead coral skeletons. 

. Do we now have enough information about coral reef 
ecology to manage this resource properly? 

A unanimous “NO!” 

The questioning brought out some interesting observa- 
tions regarding the value of coral reefs as a resource. 
Dr. Shinn stated that the live coral reefs are mainly of 
aesthetic value because commercial ‘‘meat’’ fish such as 
grouper are far more numerous around dead reefs. 

Other marine scientists emphatically disagree. They point 
out that the reefs are not only vital as shelter and food 
for marine life, they also form a natural barrier, or 
breakwater, which protects the land and inshore nursery 
grounds from the violence of tropical storms and _ hurri- 
canes. A number of studies have indicated that the coral 
reefs around Pacific and Caribbean islands are some of 
the most productive ecosystems in the world. 

Also, Dr. Ogden states that the laboratory in the Virgin. 
Islands has had to institute coral collecting guidelines be- 
cause damage from modest personal collecting was pro- 
ducing scars on the reefs. He states, ‘“Our reefs simply 
will not stand up to indiscriminate collecting by increased 
numbers of divers, let alone commercial harvesting.” ©

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MARX MAPS CITY 


Marine archaeologist, trea- 
sure expert and adventurer 
Bob Marx recently surveyed 
the sunken remains of a city 
which went down in an 
earthquake in 1687 — five 
years before Port Royal. The 
city, located off the Dutch 
island of St. Eustatius in the 
Caribbean, was a pirate and 
smuggler center at the time 
it went down. About 900 
buildings were lost in the 
sea, along with a vast amount 
of goods and treasure. On 
the preliminary trip Marx 
worked for the Dutch gov- 
ernment to map the sunken 
remains of the city. He also 
brought in a sampling col- 
lection of artifacts to show 
the potential of the site. Also 
discovered on the trip was 
an early 18th century ship- 
wreck near the site and 
Marx also raised two can- 
non and other artifacts for 
the local museum on the 
island. Marx will return with 
sub-bottom profiling sonar 
to locate other ruins which 
are buried beneath the sand. 


SWEDISH FIND 


The discovery of a ship- 
wreck outside Stockholm by 
two men and a girl diver 
may rival the historic find 
of the Vasa, a huge sailing 
ship brought up from the 
bottom of the Stockholm 
Harbor a year ago. The lat- 
est wreck is believed to be 
a two masted, square-stern 
barque that was lost four 
centuries ago while bringing 
back gold and silver for Field 
Marshal Johan Baner, one of 
Sweden’s military heroes in 
the Thirty Years War. Accord- 
ing to the BSAC “Diver,” 
experts are examining the 
wreck, which measures about 
172 yards long and 5'/2 
yards across.

TOXIC RIGS? 


Those offshore oil rigs in 
the Gulf may be responsible 
for high concentrations of 
toxic metals in water adja- 
cent to the rigs. Water sam- 
ples taken from the Gulf 
of Mexico in control areas 
and near the oil rigs were 
tested for mercury, lead, cad- 
mium, zinc and arsenic by 
chemical scientists from the 
Gulf South Research _Insti- 
tute. According to Ocean 
Science News, zinc and lead 
concentrations were “high- 
est near the rigs and de- 
creased with distance.” Off- 
shore platforms are popular 
fishing locations and a GSRI 
spokesman suggested addi- 
tional studies of toxic metals 
in seafood. 


DIVERS HIJACKED 


Last Thanksgiving, a group 
of skin divers en route to the 
Cayman Islands were forced 
to land in Cuba and were 
released only after $11,000 
was paid for alleged repairs 
to the aircraft. The plane, 
which carried 14 passengers 
and two ..crew’ members, 
was intercepted by Cuban 
MIG jets and ordered to 
land in Havana. Pilot Al Hi- 
chew said he followed all 
procedures for flying near 
Cuba (Caymans are only 200 
miles south of Havana), but 
said he was diverted off his 
original course by the Ha- 
vana airport control center. 
Passengers and crew were 
held at Havana seven hours 
while the plane was search- 
ed. Then, the Cubans said 
repairs to the aircraft to- 
taled $11,000. The husband 
of one of the ‘passengers, 
along with four other per- 
sons, posted $11,000 to free 
the plane. Hichew said there 
was no instrument problem 
as claimed by the Cubans. 









1711 ARTIFACTS | 


Last August three. divers 
from Quebec formed an ex- 
pedition to salvage artifacts 
from the site where ten 
British ships sank in 1711. 
The ships, under the com- 
mand of Sir Hoveden Waik- 
er, were used in an_un- 
successful campaign to cap- 
ture Quebec and eventually 
Canada. They sank in a storm 
on the reefs of Eggs Islands 
(located on the north coast 
of Quebec in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence). The three div- 
ers, A. Lepine, H. Fortin, 


and D. Theberge, made shal- 
low dives to recover artifacts 
from the reets, which includ- 





ed cannon. balls, musket 
balls, brass buckles and but- 
tons, a hammer, chest lock, 
knife blades and iron rings 
for cables and _ chains. 


SCUBACROSS | 


And then there’s the one 
about the Great Underwater 
Tricycle Races. This was 
staged by the Army’s Ft. 
Hood (Texas) Scuba Diving 
club last summer and was 
called Scubacross |. Prob- 
lems encountered by the 
Army _tricyclers included 
buoyancy of trikes and lack 
of traction. Contestants had 
to trike to the deep end of 
a pool and back; on the up- 
ward slope of the pool they 
found it necessary to peddle 
with their hands and help 
by kicking with their feet. 


COCOS-KEELINGS 
PROJECT 


The Cocos-Keeling Islands 
have a unique place in his- 
tory. For one thing these 
islands, located in the Indian 
Ocean, provided the basis of 
Darwin’s theory on the form- 
ation of atolls. In February, 
Stan Waterman (Waterman 
Film Productions, N.J.) ac- 
companied the Philadelphia 
Academy of Natural Sciences 
to the islands to document 
their marine collecting expe- 
dition there. The islands are 
so remote that many new 
species of fish are expected 
to be found. After the Acad- 
emy work is finished, Water- 
man planned to stay on six 
weeks, through most of this 
month at least, to record, 
film and observe the island’s 
marine ecology as well as the 
life style of the islanders. 


INSURANCE BREAK 


Finally, a major insurance 
carrier has relaxed discrim- 
inatory underwriting attitudes 
toward sport divers. Last fall, 
Continental Casualty Co., 
carriers of Underwater So- 
ciety of America members, 
proposed dramatic changes 
in the USA group accident 
insurance program. The new 
Accidental Death While Div- 
ing benefit has been in- 
creased to $2,000. The com- 
pany also provides $2,000 
Accidental Dismemberment 
coverage while diving. Cov- 
erage is automatically pro- 
vided for all members on the 
effective date of Society 
membership, and insurance 
cost is included in the dues 
structure. The USA has join- 
ed the campaign issue with 
insurance companies in an 
attempt to have rates and 
extra premiums for divers re- 
duced and/or eliminated.

(We've heard everything, 
but this is the cake-taker.) 

Some clubs really go all 
out for unusual underwater 
activity. The craziest event 
yet was an underwater cock- 
tail party which was held by 
the Jamaica Sub Aqua club 
at Cow Bay, Jamaica, last 
summer.

‘Divers Penetrate Nazi U-Boat Sunk in140’of water off Rhode Island 


May 5, 1945: The Black Point, a 5353 ton’ bulk 
cargo carrier owned and operated by the C. H. Sprague 
and Son Company of Boston, was on its last leg of a 
journey from Norfolk, Va., to Boston, Mass. Leaving 
her convoy at the approaches to New York Harbor, 
she proceeded to steam north toward her final destina- 
tion of Boston. In broad daylight, less than five miles 
off Point Judith and within sight of Block Island, a 
torpedo from a lurking submarine tore deep into the 
bowels of the coal laden vessel, ripping away 40 feet 
of her stern section. The small collier, mortally wounded, 
settled quickly by the stern, and 25 minutes later, at 
5:40 p.m., she rolled over and sank, taking to the bottom 
with her the bodies of 13 of her seamen. 

The surviving 30 merchant sailors and four members 
of the Navy gun crew escaped to life rafts to be picked 
up within the hour by the Yugoslavian freighter, Kamen, 
that happened to be passing by at the time of the in- 
cident. The Kamen immediately began to broadcast an 
SOS which was picked up by Anti-Submarine Forces in 
the area. Among the units which responded to the ur- 
gent alarm was Task Force 60.7 which had just de- 
livered a Gibraltar convoy to New York, and was ap- 
proaching the west end of the Cape Cod Canal, enroute 
to Boston.

“" Almost four hours after the attack began, hedgehogs 
from the destroyer escort Atherton landed on the deck 
of the U-853, turning it into a tormented steel grave 
for its captain and crew. On the surface, the hunters 
kept up the hunt until noon on May 6, when Captain 
Froemsdorf’s cap was recovered from the flotsam and 
debris, together with his chart table. That afternoon a 
Navy diver descended to the ocean floor to confirm the 
destruction of the German undersea craft. At that very 
moment, in Rheims, France, negotiations were in prog- 
ress between General Eisenhower and German senior 
officers concerning the surrender. Nine hours and _ forty- 
One minutes after Task Force 60.7 had dropped the 
last of 200 depth charges on the limp body of the U-853, 
General Alfred Jodl and Admiral Friedeberg signed an

during its 98 week career, but 9 hours and 41 minutes before Germany surrendered to the Allies, U-853 was destroyed. 


unconditional surrender with Allied Forces making the 
U-853 the last German U-boat sunk in World War II. 

Today, the shattered remains of the U-853 rest in 
130 feet of water approximately seven miles due east 
of Block Island. Over the years since its demise it has 
been rumored that the sub had been carrying a fortune 
in diamonds hidden in shell cases as well as a ballast 
consisting of tons of mercury. To date, these rumors re- 
main unproven and are unlikely since the submarine was 
on a routine offensive mission when it was sunk. 

To those of us who dive the great wrecks of the 
East Coast, the U-853 is much more than just another 
ordinary dive. For two short 30 minute dives, we are 
privileged to view a craft that carved an infamous place 
in the history of naval warfare. 

We will never again bear witness to the horrible toll 
of destruction that the German submarine arm inflicted 
on the merchant ships of the world. Between Septem- 
ber 3, 1939, and May 5, 1945, German U-boats sank 
2603 Allied and neutral merchant ships amounting to 
1357 million tons and were responsible for the loss of 
175 Allied warships. For these successes the German 
submarine arm paid an outrageously high price. Over 
39,000 officers and men served in German submarines 
and of these, some 32,000 were killed in action; a high 


proportion of loss that was unequaled in any _ other 
branch of the armed forces of any of the belligerents 
involved in the Second World War. Political passions 
of war notwithstanding, we must admire the sailors who 
fought for Germany in these horrendous steel tubes; 
who fought and died for the misguided ideals of their 
leaders and ended up carpeting the ocean floor with 
their bodies. For a short time we can go back a genera- 
tion into the past, to be part of the last naval engagement 
of its kind in American waters. 

The night before our scheduled dive on the U-853 
divers from four states started to arrive in the old 
whaling village of Montauk. Eyes turned skyward and 
fingers were crossed as the lingering storm front passed 
over the point and out to sea. Distances traveled had 
been considerable and disappointments would run high 
if the dive were to be scrapped due to bad weather. 

Lady Luck was with us as we awoke early the next 
morning to a still gray, overcast sky but no appreciable 
wind. By seven o’clock the divers were loading the 
seemingly endless sets of doubles on Captain Brad Glas’ 
tri, 6-71 powered, steel dive boat, the Helen II. Captain 
Glas is the skipper of a pair of the finest dive boats on 
this part of the East Coast and is amply qualified to 
take divers to hard-to-find wrecks around Block Island. 
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The diesel fumes drifted over the stern of the Helen 
Il in billowing clouds as the boat knifed through the 
water at 16 knots, past the lighthouse on the tip of 
the island. Two hours later, we reached the designated 
area and put down a loran buoy. After only 30 minutes, 
the anchor went over the side to plunge through the 
depths to the deck of the submarine 22 fathoms below. 
As the boat rocked slowly back and forth in the mod- 
erate seas, the divers methodically dressed in their heavy 
wet suits and their double 72’s equipped with pony 
bottles. Last minute checks were given to cameras, lights 
and decompression lines, and the divers started to drop 
over the side to begin their descent. 

Beneath the rolling surface, we passed through ever 
darkening layers of cold, green water until we reached 
the rotted, wooden decking of the U-boat at 110 feet. 
The light penetrating from above was almost nonexist- 
ent and without our powerful lights we would have 
seen very little. Swimming from the bow, | was sur- 
prised at the negligible amount of damage done to that 
part of the ship. Under the holed decking, two spare 
torpedoes could be seen resting against the pressure 
hull, their warheads never to speed death and destruc- 
tion toward the hulking silhouettes of wallowing, rolling 
merchant ships. Swimming aft toward the conning tower, 
| came across the jagged wreckage of one of two fatal 
wounds inflicted on the U-853. , 

Fifteen feet of the deck and starboard side had been 
turned into a horrendous maze of twisted plates and 
bent piping, revealing the destructive power of the 
depth charges that exploded at point-blank range. Con- 
tinuing aft, the silhouette of the conning tower began 
to take shape in the darkness ahead. The corrosive ef- 
fects of 27 years beneath the sea had taken their toll 
of the metal work on the conning tower. Now, all 
that remained of the original configuration was the 
heavy steel cylinder of the pressure hull. 

We left the hatch area of the U-boat and descended 
to the deck beneath the conning tower. Off in the 
sand below us rested the jumbled, twisted remains of 
the machine-gun platforms and safety railings, possibly 
blown off during the attack. Moving on, we _ passed 
the skeletal remains of the 3.7 cm anti-aircraft gun, 
still attached to the hull by spidery looking legs. We 
continued to swim slowly over the sand toward the 
stern hydroplanes which now rested on the ocean floor. 
We saw the propellerless bronze shafts running through 
shaft support braces and disappear into the darkness 
under the hull. Still under the overhang of the stern, 
we swam around the rudders and began moving down 
the port side of the undersea craft. Midway between 
the stern planes and the conning tower, we came to 
the second of two mortal wounds that sank the U-853. 

A gaping, splintered hole extended halfway from the 
keel, up and over the deck plating, stopping only when 
it reached the starboard hull. At first glance, entrance 
to the sub through this maze of bent steel plates seemed 
impossible. A closer investigation from a different angle 
soon uncovered a hole large enough for a diver to work 
his way through into the interior of the craft. Carefully, 
| inched my way through the hole, bypassing piles of 
wreckage and jagged plates until | was inside the actual 
pressure hull of the stern torpedo room. 

The interior of this room was virtually unrecognizable; 
electrical conduits and copper tubing hung haphazardly 
from the inside skin of the hull. Broken banks of de- 
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teriorating gauges, still attached to unseen machinery, 
lay everywhere. Steel valve wheels of all different sizes 
lined the walls, some so badly oxidized that they fell 
off in my hand when touched. As | moved forward 
toward the control room, the round hatch of the first 
pressure-tight bulkhead began to take shape in the gloom 
ahead. Slowly and cautiously | inched my way through 
the narrow ring of the hatch. With my belly rubbing 
the bottom of the opening | could hear the metallic 
scraping of my tanks echoing throughout the steel drum 
of the pressure hull. As my fins cleared the hatch 
opening, | stood up in what had originally been the 
electric room of the submarine. 

As my light played around the walls of the com- 
partment, | entered into an unreal, monochromatic world. 
Years of immersion in the sea had turned practically 
everything dull brown. A heavy coat of oxidation cov- 
ered every surface in the room, turning the visibility, 
which had been good, to absolute zero as | swam for- 
ward over the debris. | moved slowly, not kicking my 
feet, but using my arms to pull myself toward an open 
doorway some 20 feet away. | tried to absorb everything 
in the short time before the drifting silt caught up 
with me and made me virtually blind. Buried beneath 
the electrical equipment and banks of relays were the 
personal effects of the crew. Deteriorated escape lungs, 
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On May 5, 1945, the German U- 
boat 853 torpedoed the cargo carrier 
Black Point (above left). Four ships 
from USN Task Force 60.7, includ- 
ing the destroyer Ericson (left) were 
dispatched to search for and destroy 
the marauding submarine. Within 
hours the U-853 had been destroyed 
and lay on the bottom at 130 feet, 
seven miles due east of Block Island. 
Over the years, sport divers have 
found many artifacts from the U-853 
including a sailor's leg bone and 
boot, and a German navigational aid 
book. The control wheels inside the 
sub’s electrical room are shown above. 


rotting jackets and boots were testament to their lives. 

As | looked through the wreckage, | was suddenly 
taken back by the horror of a moment long since passed 
into eternity. Before me, sticking out like so many 
broken sticks from under huge armatures, were the bones. 
of the German sailors. They had been crushed under 
the weight of the heavy electrical equipment when the 
explosive force of the depth charges blew them off 
their mountings, moments before tons of water tore 
through the submarine to seal the fate of captain and 
crew. With mixed feelings, | continued moving slowly 
through the rotting, steel tomb toward the open engine 
room doorway. As | neared the bulkhead, a quick check 
of my gauges told me that | had to begin my return 
to the air-breathing world above. 

Anxiously, | retraced my path through the hull in 
almost zero visibility, again squeezing through the pres- 
sure hatch. Guided by the slightly increasing brightness 
of the water, | picked my way through the wreckage 
and exited into the open water. Ever so slowly | started 
up, reluctant to leave behind the wreck that had en- 
veloped me with its lore. For a short time | had been 
privileged to swim over the deck and through the in- 
terior of a World War II German Sea Wolf and to 
visit firsthand an exciting period in history that came 
to a violent conclusion almost three decades ago. >

Few dive resorts have grown as large and yet remained 
as unspoiled as Stella Maris. Situated on a high ridge 
at the northern end of Long Island, and overlooking 
the clear blue Atlantic Ocean, this lovely hotel stands 
as one of the most charming resorts in the Bahamas. 
The weather is almost always perfect, for Long Island 
lies on the ideal latitude. Because of this the area

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is often described as the “Isle of Perpetual June.” 

In spite of its natural tranquility, Stella Maris has 
not been sluggish in development. Since SKIN DIVER 
first discovered this resort in 1970, Stella Maris has 
played host to over 5000 visiting divers and presently 
averages 1500 divers per year. Scuba facilities have 
tripled in size and the resort now boasts of four high 











pressure air compressors, three large dive boats, a 
two and one-half ton dive truck, a 15 foot deep scuba 
training pool, and a complete dive shop. The hustle 
and bustle of diving activities is in high contrast with 
the slow pace of the surrounding countryside. 

Yet for all of this activity and the hard press of 
thousands of divers, the aquatic environment is none 
the worse for wear. The coral reefs are just as breath- 
taking as ever the fish and lobster are just as 
plentiful... and the groupers are more friendly than 
ever. Instead of becoming depleted and destroyed, Stella 
Maris grows better by the year. Some 26 major dive areas 
have been located and they are being dived regularly. 
The variety of undersea attractions has been greatly ex- 
panded to include shipwrecks, blue holes, drop-offs, coral 
caves, antler coral forests, shallow coral heads, medium 
depth reefs, and deep coral walls. Greater emphasis has 
been placed on snorkeling, and more beach dive areas 
have been opened. Today, Stella Maris offers just about any 
type of diving that the sport enthusiasts could want. 

Why isn’t Stella Maris wearing out? How does the un- 
dersea environment support great numbers of divers. The 
answer lies in the basic laws of nature. First of all, 
the waters surrounding Stella Maris remain unpolluted 
and relatively undisturbed. There is absolutely no_ in- 
dustry on north Long Island, and very little land 
development. Fewer than 1000 Bahamians live in_ this 
area, and they are spread out in a number of tiny 
villages, so sewage disposal is not a problem. Aside 
from the Stella Maris Inn and the marina, little has 
changed on Long Island in the last century. 

The reefs and waters of Stella Maris are not over- 
fished. The food requirement of a population of 1000 
people is comparatively small, and the handful of local 
Bahamian fishermen operating there can easily fulfill 
their needs. Long Island is too far from Nassau or 
Florida to make commercial fishing feasible, and the 
Spanish Wells boys can find better catches closer to 
home. So far as diving is concerned, conservation is 
stringently practiced, but spearfishing is not entirely ex- 
cluded. Certain areas, such as Big Reef, have been set 
aside for the spearfishing buffs. However, any diver wishing 
to spear fish must comply with Bahamian law which limits 
all underwater hunting to that which is done by free diving 
and with the use of a Hawaiian sling or pole spear. Spear- 
fishing with scuba is against the law and mechanically 
powered spearguns are prohibited. 

The reefs are not overworked by the divers. Trip des- 
tinations are regularly rotated, giving heavily dived 
reefs an opportunity to heal themselves. The picking of 
sea fans, sponges and coral formations is discouraged. 
The dive sites are spread out over a vast area of ocean, 
with several miles often separating one spot from an- 
other. This dissipation of “human impact’’ reduces the 
destructive forces to a tolerable level. 

It is this fortunate combination of natural circum- 
stances and ocean management which permits Stella 
Maris to live in harmony with nature, and remain a 
paradise eternal for visiting divers. 

A good example of the unique diving offered at Stella 
Maris is a reef area known as Grouper Village. Sit- 
uated a half mile off Cape Santa Maria Beach on the 
west side of Long Island, this lovely spot lies in calm, 
protected water. The depth there averages 40 feet and the 
bottom is flat and sandy. There are three large coral 
heads, 60 to 80 feet in diameter, which rise up from the 
sand to within 12 to 15 feet of the surface. They lie 
within sight of each other, perhaps 100 feet apart. Un- 





derwater visibility in this area is exceptionally good. — 
It averages 80 feet and can attain 150 feet because the 
deep-water drop-off is just a few hundred yards away. 

Grouper Village has been so named because of four resi- 
dent groupers which have become exceptionally tame. 
They are all Nassau groupers and range in size from 7 
to 15 pounds. Having been fed regularly by the underwa- 
ter guides these marvelous creatures now take food 
willingly from any diver’s hand. In fact, they‘ve be- 
come so enthusiastic about this ritual, that all four 
groupers swim up to the surface to greet divers at the 
start of their descent. Following the divers around 
like puppy dogs the groupers sadly eyeball the guide’s 
food pouch, hopefully begging for a tasty morsel or 
two. Occasionally, one of the groupers will nuzzle 
a diver’s vest, hunting for the food bag. They’ll eat 
almost anything from bananas to hot dogs, but show a 
distinct preference for conch and _ lobster. 

The groupers have been given names: Hansel is the big 
15 pounder, Gretel is the slightly smaller 12 pounder, 
Max is the 9 pounder, and Fritz is the smallest — a 7 
pounder. They provide endless hours of fascination and 
entertainment for all that visit Grouper Village, as these 
characters are truly the clowns of the reef. They 
have an uncanny ability to act as though they understand 
exactly what a diver is doing and seem to exhibit human 
traits such as friendliness, humor, anger, and frustration. 

Fish feeding at Grouper Village is not limited to the 
groupers. Angelfish, yellowtail, snappers, and many 
other reef varieties eagerly await the diver’s arrival. 
There’s even a large four and one-half foot long barra- 
cuda that comes in temptingly close when the feeding 
action really gets going. So far, this wily cuda is too

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shy to take food from a diver, but chances are that he 
could be tamed. Because of the constant supply of food 
gifts, this small reef area has now become filled with 
fish of all kinds. Great schools of jack crevalle and 
horse-eye jacks circle the coral heads, while big blue 
parrotfish and gray snappers swarm over the coral. The 
great abundance of fish on these three coral heads gives 
every appearance of being a fish village. 

But the king of Grouper Village is rarely seen out in 
the open. He is a 250 pound jewfish named Brutus. He is 
a very shy but clever fish which almost always retreats 
into the dark recesses of his coral cave at the first 
signs of approaching divers. Only once have | caught 
him out in the open and | found that attempting to 
photograph him was more difficult than getting a pic- 
ture of Howard Hughes. Brutus definitely dislikes pub- 
licity and prefers the life of a cave recluse. 

A quarter of a mile north of Grouper Village lies an- 
other new dive spot known as the Schooner Wreck, an 
ideal location for the underwater photographer. A 36 
ft. wooden hull, two masted schooner, it lies upright on 
the ocean floor in 65 feet of water. Tilting 30 degrees 
to port, this sunken sailing ship remains completely in- 
tact with masts and rigging in place. The ship was pur- 
posely sunk in the fall of ’73 in order to create an 
artificial reef as well as a new dive spot. Since then 
a tremendous amount of marine life has taken up residence 
on the wreck and schools of fish swarm over her decks. 
It’s the kind of a shipwreck that underwater photographers 
dream of finding . . . small enough to completely fit into 
the visibility limits of the picture, yet large enough to 
attract large fish. Even Brutus, the giant jewfish, has 
been seen visiting this latest addition to the sea floor. 

Perhaps the most spectacular addition to the Stella Mar- 
is diving repertoire is a new drop-off known as the Long 
Island Wall. Located a mile from Cape Santa Maria Beach 
on the northwest end of Long Island, this vertical drop- 
off runs for a distance of five miles. It is a deep wall, 
starting at 100 feet and dropping vertically to depths be- 
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tween 1200 and 2000 feet. There is little current and vi- 
sibility is 200 feet or better. Because of the extreme 
depths the Long Island Wall is limited to expert divers 


‘and veteran instructors with previous deep experience. 


The Wall is a vertical cliff of living corals, sponges 
and hydroids. Huge purple or yellow tube sponges lean out 
from the vertical face feeding on the microscopic marine 
organisms drifting by. Forests of red gorgonian fans and 
huge black coral trees cover many portions of the face 
like some dense undersea jungle. Other sponges of endless 
shapes and hues of red, pink, lavender, brown, green and 
orange provide underwater photographers with an unlim- 
ited source of exciting subject matter. 

Long Island Wall is also where one finds the really big 
fish . . . and sometimes sharks. Groupers weighing 40 to 
50 pounds are common and pelagic creatures such as giant 
amberjack and tuna fly by with incredible grace. The Wall 
is a busy place with teeming fish, and the diver must stay 
alert every second in order to catch it all. Sharks are 
sighted with regularity — at least one every other dive — 
but they tend to ignore the diver’s presence. Lemon 
sharks, makos and tiger sharks seem to be the most fre- 
quent visitors but many sightings still remain unidenti- 
fied. At times it can be a high voltage scene for the ex- 
perienced diver who seeks adventure. 

Although the diving is superb, there are many other fac- 
tors which have contributed to the increasing popularity 
of Stella Maris. At this resort the emphasis is on com- 
fortable (but not extravagant) accommodations, a cordial 
atmosphere and a daily schedule of activities. You're 
never bored at Stella Maris. 

The hotel complex of ten buildings is spread out over 
100 acres of hillside overlooking the sea. It’s a breath- 
taking view, and practically every room offers an unob- 
structed vantage point. The main building sits on the crest 
of the hill and serves as the social gathering point for 
the entire complex. This building houses the main dining 
room, cocktail lounge, gift shop, front desk, and admini- 
stration offices. Off to one side of the building there 
is also a swimming pool, game room and barbecue patio. 

In the evenings, there’s plenty of activity around this 
area as the hotel management sponsors some sort of event 
every night. For example, Saturday evening is ‘‘smorgas- 
borg nite’ with a marvelous buffet in the dining room 
and dancing to a Bahamian band afterward. Sunday evening, 
hotel guests are bused down to the marina’s lounge after 
dinner in order to watch underwater movies and special 
slide show presentations. On Monday evenings the hotel 
staff and the guests enjoy a very unique “cave party.’’ The 
staff sets up an entire bar, band, and barbecue buffet 
inside a giant limestone cavern located near the hotel. 
The cave is lit by several bonfires and guests sit on 
rocks and dine on_ stone tables, ‘Flintstone style.” 
It’s a delightful evening of gaiety and dancing to limbo 
music...and an experience seldom found anywhere else. 

On Tuesday evening there are crab races held in the 
cocktail lounge with dancing afterward. Wednesday is 
“steak barbecue nite’ with rum punch cocktails served 
on the patio while a Bahamian band plays local Calypso 


tunes. Guests have an opportunity to select their own 


steak and instruct the chef in how they prefer it done. 
Thursday is generally a “free evening,” which is a wel- 
comed rest for those who’ve been going strong both night 
and day. Friday there is a nightclub tour of all the quaint 
little Bahamian bars and cocktail lounges in the area. 
This is a wonderful opportunity for guests to meet and 
mingle with Long Island’s residents and listen to their 
charming philosophy about life and the state of the 








world. Although the average Bahamian is well insulated 
from the hassels of world crisis, they are fully aware of 
what’s going on and their comments are a delightful mix- 
ture of country humor and Bahamian logic. 

In addition to the daily dive boat trips, Stella Maris 
offers quite a list of other activities. Guests can go 
sailing in a catamaran or a Bahamian sloop, or take out 
a Scorpion class sailboat themselves. There is water-ski- 
ing at Deal Beach, beach-combing and shelling at Cape 
Santa Maria Beach, or tennis at nearby courts. One can 
go bone fishing in the shallow sand flats or deep-sea 
fishing off the north tip of Long Island. Three swimming 
pools on the hotel grounds make it convenient to catch a 
quick swim and a little sun tanning at any time. At least 
twice a week there is a snorkeling tour and beach picnic 
at one of the lovely, untouched beaches such as Columbus 
Point or Cape Santa Maria Beach. These beach outings are 
especially enjoyed by the non-scuba wives, the children, 
or the entire family. Sun, sand and sea are a way of life 
at Stella Maris, and people who enjoy the outdoor life 
style fall in love with this delightful resort. 

Although Stella Maris is situated well off the beaten 
track, it is not difficult to reach. There is daily pro- 
jet service from Nassau to Stella Maris via the new Ba- 
hamian airline service. There are also daily flights from 
Miami direct to Georgetown, Exumas, on Mackey Interna- 
tional Airlines. Stella Maris Inn will then pick you up in 
Georgetown in its own private plane and fly you the re- 
maining 35 miles to Stella Maris airport. The hotel oper- 
ates two planes, a Piper Aztec and a twin Beachcraft, for 
the convenience of their guests. They will pick up or de- 
liver guests to any other airport in the Bahamas or Miami, 
so as to make other flight connections. 

Scuba enthusiasts will find Stella Maris especially in- 
teresting because the hotel offers several all-inclusive div- 
ing packages at bargain rates. The most popular has been 
the special “scuba package’’ which includes all bus 
transportation on the island, room (double occupancy), 
three meals per day, scuba tanks, weight belt, back pack, 
and plenty of air. The only additional cost is a $2.50 
service charge and government tax. The “scuba package” 
rate is $41 per day during the summer season (April 20 to 
December 19) and $47 per day during the winter season 
(December 20 to April 19). 

This year, the hotel management is offering a new “Econo 
Package” for more thrifty divers. The package includes 
exactly the same hotel and diving services and _facili- 
ties as the “Scuba Package,” but without the meals. 
_The divers are put up in new efficiency type room accom- 
modations built down by the marina. The rooms contain a 
small kitchen facility for cooking, or guests can eat at 
the new marina restaurant. Prices there are very modest. 
The “Econo Package” rate is $26 per person year round 
for double occupancy and $32 per day for single occupancy 
It’s just about the best resort buy available in the Bahamas.

protect it. Any fish that is not edi- 
ble should be completely out of spear- 


fishing as is the garibaldi in Cali- 
fornia. Also, the type of guns should 
be controlled, in the sense that you 
can go as far as an arbalete but no 
more than that, which means_ that 
all the European bazooka-type of guns 
should be eliminated. 

In the final analysis, the answer 
to all the controversy is very simple: 
put the sport of spearfishing back 
as it was at the start and recognize 
that we really have two sports — 
the sport of spearfishing and _ the 
sport of scuba diving. They are both 
marvelous sports, but they are com- 
pletely different in their techniques 
and equipment. As a matter of fact, 
the fins for spearfishing are differ- 
ent than the ones for scuba diving; 
so is the mask and so is the tech- 
nique. We must disassociate the two 
sports and keep them that way. 

| don’t like any form of legislation. 
For that matter, the best form of 
legislation is education. | would like 
to create a movement to rehabilitate 
the sport of spearfishing, to organize 
and educate the diver, create special 
equipment for spearfishing, special or- 
ganizations which would give confi- 
dence to the spearfishermen that they 
are in a legitimate type of sport, 
that it is not only exhilarating but 
also. provides good food (of no 
little importance these days), and 
that they belong to a sport that was 
origin of the entire sport of diving. 

Everyone should participate in the 
rehabilitation of spearfishing: SKIN 
DIVER and all specialized diving-re- 
lated magazines, manufacturers, the 
Underwater Society of America, div- 
ing clubs, diving schools (such as 
NAUI, NASDS, PADI and YMCA), 
pro shops, and all spearfishermen 
around the world who love their 
sport. Then we can have our favorite 
sport back in its original, dignified 
position and help it become strong 
again as it was in the beginning. And 
not be ashamed to say, “I am a 
spearfisherman.”” We all started from 
that and we should not be ashamed 
of our origin, especially when our 
origin is noble as our sport is. >

corals and that commercial harvesting 
should be limited to certain designated 
areas to managed artifical reefs. He is 
also emphatic in stating that all corals 
should be included because protection 
of only certain species, or size-pound- 
age regulations, will do more harm 
than good. Corals are the keystone spe- 
cies of the reef system, and the whole 
system must be protected. 

You can draw your own conclusions 
from the evidence presented. To this 
writer, it appears obvious that com- 
mercial coral collecting is a serious
